In  the  National  Baptist  Lmon 
of  last  week  Kev.  K.  H.  Boyd  D.D. 
Cor.  Sec.  of  the  National  Baptist 
Puplishing  Board  has  considerable 
to  say  about  the  action  of  the  Na 
tional  Baptist  Convention  relative 
to  the  plan  of  Co-opeiation  with 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
In  reviewing  the  action  of  the  Con- 
vention on  that  subject  he  fails  to 
include  perhaps  the  most  important 
motion  and  that  one  was  the  mo- 
tion to  adopt  all  the  report  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  except  that 
pertaining  to  the  plan  ol  co-opera- 
tion, which  was  relsired  to  this 
special  committee  mentioned  The 
resolutions  of  Dr.  Morris  and  Dr. 
Griggs  followed  this  motion  and  is 
no  more  the  sense  of  the  Convttion 
than  was  the  first  motion.  This  pa- 
per has  aimed  to  report  without 
prejudice  ihe  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion upon  this  question  and  it  will 
.  •  heer-tWiy  correet-any  errors-it  has 
made  in  this  particular  The  Secrc- 
taiy  of  the  Convention  is  very 
convenient  to  Dr.  Boyd  and  he  can 
readily  ascertain  from  the  journal 
whether  our  version  is  correct  or 
not.  If  the  good  Docter  will  kindly 
hold  US  responsible  for  what  we  say 
we  will  not  complain,  but  we  do 
not  feel  willing  to  accept  responsi- 
bility for  what  others  are  saying  or 
doing.  We  have  our  views  about 
the  plan  of  co- operation,  but  when 
the  National  Convention  adopts  its 
policy  anally  we  have  no  hesitancy 
in  saying  that  it  will  have  no  trou- 
ble with  us,  with  the  exception  that 
we  reserve  the  baptist  right  to 
share  our  own  opinions  upon  this 
question  as  we  do  upon  any  other 
question  in  which  our  denomination 
is  concerned.

Motto  Text  '  We  will  not  for- 
sake  the  house  of  our  God.'- 
Neh.  .0:39. 

We  learn  from  Chronicles  that 
the  sons  oi  Athaliah,  that  wicked 
much  injury  to 
t  taking  out  its 
vessel  of  gold  and  silver  and  giving 
them  to  Baal.  King  joash,  or  Je- 
hoash.  his  name  is  spelled  both 
ways,  had  the  repair  of  these  inju- 
ries greatly  at  heart,  and  ne  gath- 
ered the  priests  together  in  a  meet- 
ing 

Verse  4.  Jehosh  makes  a  speech 
to  the  assembled  priests.  He  des 
ignates  three  kinds  of-money  which 
were  to  be  reserved  for  repairs  and 
not  used  in  the  regular  temple  ser- 
vice. "The  money  of  every  that 
never  a  census  was 
1  over  twentv  was 
required  to  pay  a  poll  tax  of  half  a 
shekel  (Rx.  30:13,.  "Tie  money 
that  every  man  is  set  at.n— This 


1  first  born.  "And 
all  money  tiat  comeih  into  any 
man's  heart  to  bring  into  the  house 
of  the  Lord." — All  the  free  will  of- 
rere  made  in  money, 
"Ut  the  priests  take  it  to  them, 
every  man  of  his  acquaintance ."— 
In  Chronicles  we  are  told  that  the 
were  taken  in  all  the 
priest    taking  it  thus 


But  it  was  so  tiat  in  liree  and 
twentieti  year  o,  King  foasi,  the 
/riests  iad  not  repatt  ed  tie  breach- 
es of  tie  iouse."—Wt  are  not  told 
itf  what  year  the  king  gathered  the 
priests  together  and  ordered  the 
collection,  bidding  them  hasten, 
but  it  is  evident  he  had  given  them 
sufficient  time.  The  priests  may 
have  found  that  the  money  received 
from  these  three  sources  was  such 
a  large  part  of  the  total  received, 
their  own  support  would  have  been 
scanty  had  they  used  it  in  repairs. 
At  any  rate  they  lacked  energy  in 
their  work  and  the  king  took  it  into 
his  own  hands. 

"  /  f  'hy  repair  We  hot  the  breeches 
of  the  house"  - he  asked  of  the 
aged  high  priest  and  the  others. 
".Vow  therefore  receive  no  more 
money  of  your  acquaintance,  but 
deliver  it  for  the  breeches  of  the 
house."  —  '  That  is.  the  money  for 
the  care  and  repair  of  the  temple. 
Hereafter  that  money  should  be 
kept  seperate  from  that  which  be- 
longed to  the  priests."— Feloubet. 
They  were  to  stop  taking  collections 
in  their  home  cities.  "Hut  Jehot- 
ada  the  priest  took  a  chest,  and  bor- 
ed a  hole  in  the  lid  of  it,  and  set  it 
besides  the  altar,  on  Che  rtght  side 
as  one  cometh  into  the  house  of  tht 
/W  — He  did  this  at  the  king't 
c  ommand,  we  are  told  in  Chronicles 
The  hole  was  just  large  enough  for 
money  and  the  chest  was  locked. 
The  chest  was  in  the  priests  court 
but  was  near  the  gate  where  the 
givers  could  see  the  priests  put  the 
money  into  it.  Instead  of  taking 
the  census  money  and  the  redemp- 
tion money  which  all  were  requir- 
ed to  pay.  Jehoash  relies  on  free  will 
offerings  given  for  tne  temple  re- 
pairs. 

"And it  was  so  that  when  they 
um  that  there  was  much  money  tn 
the  chest  "  -  Which  could  easilp  be 
told  by  lifting  in. 

That  fie  king's  scribe 
iigi  piiest  came  up.  "Ttie  royal  sec- 
retary acted  as  the  king's  commis- 
sioner. The  two  weighed  the  mon- 
ey, put  in  bags  and  marked  the 
amount  00  the  bags.  Coins  were 
not  used  in  the  days.  The  gold 
and  silver  was  in  ingote  or  rings 
and  these  were  weighed. 

"And  they  govt  tie  money,  being 
told."  -  that  is,  having  been  weigh- 
'•/*/*  tie 


the  oversight  of  tie  house  of  tie 
I^rd."— These  ware  the  officers 
wnom  jehoiada  had  appointed  to 
have  a  general  supervision  of  the 
work  chap.  11:18.  And  they  paid 
it  out  to  the  carpenters  and  build- 
ers as  fast  as  it  was  needed,  that  is 
according  to  the  work  they  had 
le. 

And  to  masons  and  hewers  of 
stone.'— Ml  kinds  of  repairs  were 
wt  thit  King 
Joash  did  well  to  be  persistent  in 
having  the  work  done,  and  makes 
the  indifference  and  the  neglect  of 
the  priests  the  more  reprehensible. 
They  of  all  men  should  have  been 
more  interested  in  the  thorough  re- 
pair of  the  building.  The  hewers 
of  stoue  were  not  men  in  the  quar- 
ries, but  those  who  sawed  up  the 
stones  on  the  spot  into  the  sizes 
needed  in  the  work.  And  /or  all 
that  was  laid  out  for  the  house  to 
repair  it." — In  Chronicles  mention 
is  made  of  workers  in  iron  and 
bras*.  Besides  the  natural  wear 
and  tear  on  the  building,  which 
had  stood  for  1 36  years,  it  is  evi 
dent  the  sons  of  Athaliah  hac*  vent' 
ed  their  wrath  against  God  by  wide 
spread  havoc  in  the  temple.  How- 
beit  there  were  not  made  for  the 
house  of  the  l^>rd  bowls  of  silver, 
snuffers,  basuns,  trumpets,  any  ves- 
sels of  gold  or  vesstls  of  silver  of 
the  money  that  was  brought  into  the 
house  0/  the  Lord."— The  temple 
had  been  stripped  of  its  gold  and 
silver  vessels  by  kings  when  the 
money  was  needed  to  buy  off  their 
conquerors.  Rehoboam  had  thus 
satisfied  Sheskak  and  Asa  had  Ben- 
But  the  people  had  been 
asked  for  a  contribution  for  repair- 
ing the  temple,  and  Jehoida  and 
Joash  acted  uoncrabiy  in  using  the 
money  for  no  other  purpose, 
matter  how  good  nor  how  much 
needed  .  till  all  the  repairs  were 
made  But  Judah  had  responded 
so  freely  to  the  request  for  money 
that  more  was  given  than  was  need- 
ed for  all  the  repairs.  And  the 
surplus  was  used  afterwards  for  the 
vessels. 

Moreover,  they  reckoned  not 
with  the  men  into  whose  hand  they 
delivered  the  money  to  be  bestowed 
on  workmen;  Jor  they  dealth  faith- 
fully."— The  men  who  had  charge 
of  the  work  had  been  chosen  by 
the  aged  high  priest  and  they  were 
honorable  men.  They  did  not  be- 
tray ihe  confidence  which  was 
placed  in  them.
